Accnrat'' hcwh shows the nBual ex 
aggeration in th«( first report, but the 
money Iosh will bo grt ator tlian at fii ^t 
estimated. Tlie fir>t stories regarditi^i 
Montana Iron and Biwabik were iin 
true. At Biwabik only a few detarhiid 
buildings were bnrned, and at Moun 
tain Iron only six buildings. 

At Virginia the .situation is as serious 
as reported. The entire Imsitirss i or 
tion of the town is destroyed. About 
3() house* iMi J^l|l4b)fl,lp4 MO.wev 
btimed. 

Merritt is nearly wiped out, only K 
buildings now remaining in the town 
It wns inipiKsilde to reach Merritt as 
the wootls ar(> still burning all ubour 
the village. 

The situation of the snller.irs at Vir- 
ginia is piirticularly unfort^inale 
Most of them nr(> without slu'Iter.cloi a 
ing is si'i'icf and food, despite the sup 
plies that have been sent from Dul.iti 
IS still scanty. Everything iiossible is 
being done for thoni, and railrottda 
reai iiing the range are carryiag SU ^ttp- 
plie.s and provisions free. 

Un the whole range about 3,500 peo- 
ple arc for the time being entirely de- 
.., pendent on charity. In a large me.is- 
nre the women and children liuve been 
brought to Duluth. 

At a citizens' meeting a general re- 
lief committee was appoii>te(l. and 
waa decided not to appeal for f)utsiil( 
• aid. Between .S5,()()0 and $(i,(t(i(i 1ms 
been subpcribf d for the work of relief, 
and clothing and provisions in (^omin 
in on every hand. The city and < <)unty 
hare each approjjriated i^l.OOO to aid iu 
the work. It will be put at tlie dispos' 
tion of the relief committee. 

Trouble is feared at Virginia from 
the character of the people. \r in all 
new mining towns the men are miiny of 
theia hard charaoters and lawie. -ini 
is anticipated. Police Sargeaut Siuolh it 
anil a squad of otbriTS have been sworn 
in a.s deputy sherilTa and will be sent t< 
Virginia at once. 

The total loss, as estimated by thos( 
best qiialitied to know, is put at $1.500.. 
OOrt. The insurance, as nearlv as it can 
be estimated, is about $.S(KI,0<K).

Nkw York. June 20.— The Tinie.v 
says: 

Ex-CVingressmau Henry G. Burleigl 
of Wliitehall. N. Y.: ex-Congressnian 
Samuel B. Dick of Pennsylqania, Na- 
than Paige of Washington. Dwight 
Lawrence of Albany, ana one or two 
others were discussing the financial sit- 
uation at the Fifth Avenue hotel the 
other night when Mr. Burleigh ad 
vanced a theory which, he said, ^nld 
relieve the prasant trouble If p«t Into 
practice. 

"First, let the president call congress 
together in August," he said. "It won't 
hurt the lawmakers to perspire so mu( 
as it will the bankers. Let them repeal 
tiie Sherman act and then remove the 
tax on national bank circulation. 
Further, let a law be passed allowin, 
national bunks to issue notes to the ful 1 
amount of their deposits of government 
bonds, instead of 90 'per esBt of that 
amount, as at present, uid rslkf will at 
once follow. 

-'The increasee of circulation based 
on bonds deposited amount to |88,0<X).- 
(HM). This wUl be distributed in ail 
parts of the countoy wherever there arc 
national banks. Tnis olan will further 
increase the amount of money, becaus( 
under this Induoement now national 
banks will spring np^ 

"It is safe 'to sJlow banks to issue 
notes to the full amount of their bonds. 
l)e< ause the bouds are now above par, 
When the law was made they w^re 1h' 
low par. This plan will put tne droula 
tion on a perfectly sound basis— a gold 
basis, if you please to call it such— and 
will give ilnmediate relief." 

"This plan is flwquently discusssd in 
Washington as one of the possibiUtlea," 
ol'served Mr. Paige. 

8U8PIND1D SANK rIsUMES. 

The Capital Natltmitl at IiidlanapollH 
Again IloliiK llii^ini-tt. 

Indian Ai'oMs, June 'M. -The Capital 
National bank, which suspended pay- 
ment May 11, resumed bu^ess yester- 
day moming. There were only thriM 
men in ftront of the bank when Bank 
Examiner Young opened the doors at i> 
o'clock. The first man to enter was a 
laboring man. He had a small deposit 
which he drew out not, he said, beoiuse 
he was afraid of the bank, but because 
be needed the money. 

At 9:30 there were 28 men in line- 
waiting to draw out their money aii<l 
about naif as many waiting to mak 
deiKNdts. The men who came to d> 
posit were mostly business men who 
desire to show tneir confidence in the 
reorganiz(Hl bank. 

The new president, N. L. Byram. e.\ 
pressed the opinion that the amount of 
money drawn out was almost 
balanced by the amount deposited. The 
depositors who called for their money 
were, with few exceptions, men who 
had small deposits and who needed 
their money. The bank officers received 
many congratulatory words from the 
business men. 

"The comptroller required that we 
should have $700,000," said President 
B}Tam. "We have about 980U,ui)o 
money; enough for all." 

Bank Ezaininer Yoiug sat behind thi 
railing watching the progress of bnsi 
ness, but as his duties in connection 
with the opening ended when he opf ne. 1 
the door, he took no part in the busi- 
ness proceedings.

New Orleans, June 2(»'.— The ere 
vasse at Reserve plantation, one of tin 
finest in the state, is now 75 feet wid( 
and between 10 and 18 feet deep. A 
large force of men are at work upon it 
and there is some hope of closing it 
Trailic on the Mississippi Vslley rail 
road has already been interrupted, au' 
if the crevasse continues much of the 
track of that line wjll be swept away. 
The trains on the \'alley road are now 
running over the Illinois Central, going 
around by Jaohson. 

If the break remains open and widen.- 
as it must do if not speedily gotten un 
der control, the Illinois OenCTal tracks 
will probably bs fioodsdand traffic with 
Chicago over that Um seriously inter- 
rupted. The river is vary rough and a 
high wind prevails. 1^ Is interfer- 
ing with the work of olodag the ere 
vasse. • 

The levee on the Una of the Mississip- 
pi Valley rouu about 00 miles from the 
city has broken bnt the gap will be 
mended. 

The break at Harlem, below the city, 
is a very serious one and will ruin many 
fine plantations.

Washington, Jnne 20.— The coroner> 
jury, investigating the Ford's theat-T 
disaster, has brouglit in a verdict hold- 
ing Colonel F. C. Ainsworth, Contriu t- 
or George W. Dant, Suix-rintendent 
Covert and Engiu'-er Sasse responsible 
for the deaths of the victims by reason 
of criminal negligence on their part. 

The jurors further say tliat the fail- 
ure of the government to provide i or 
skilled superintendence of the work of 
repairing its buildings in charge of the 
war department is unbusinesslike and 
responsible. They believe such super- 
intendence might have averted the ca- 
tastrophe. 

An imprepsive silence followed the 
reading of the verdict, after which the 
assemblage filed out quietly. 

Bondsmen for (..'olonel Ainsworth and 
Contractor Dant had been secured by 
them in advance of the verdict. 

Colonel Ainsworth shows the strain 
of the past week upon him. Contracioi 
Dant, who has been ill with nervous 
prostration sines tha accident, is im- 
proving. 

GERMANY S WEPT BY SOCIALISM. 
TIm rato off tho Armjr BUI Him PnMed 

From tho PopiiI:tr Ml ml. 

Paris. .Tune 20.— All KurojM'Mn po- 
litical inter' sf now cent> rs in tlu- r'-sult 
of the (icrmau elections, which are im- 
patiently waited for in all the capitals 
of the old world. There are two dis- 
(juietiiig symptoms. The first is the de- 
feat of the emperor, who unnecesaarily 
took a personal part in the electoral 
struggle, and the second is the constant 
progress of socialism, which is gninius' 
jifround everywhere in Germany, botii 
in the rural districts and in the cities. 
The question everybody is asking is: 
What will the kaiser dor This no one 
can answer, probably not even tho kai- 
ser himself. 

Advices from Berlin state that the 
emperor has been deeply affected liy 
what he calls the '•injrratitude" of th" 
people. In additicm. it is nowa pul>li ' 
secret that his majesty is on very bad 
terms with his grandmother, Queen 
Victoria, because of the projected mar- 
riai^e of.the csarewitch. These facts are 
givmg statesmen much anxiety, because 
they are well awaro that personal mo- 
tives have always an influence over the 
emperor. But more especially does the 
progress of socialism increase their dis- 
quietude. All are convinced that Will- 
iam II is of a pacific temperament, but 
nearly all believe that If sooialism con- 
tinues to advance, and more especially 
if it tends to the army, the emperor will 
be forced to resort to a war in order to 
win, by means of military glory, all 
those who are not yet attacked by so- 
cialistic ideas.

It is the gen- 
eral opiuion that the army bill wiu be 
rejected. 

As if it had been done purpoeely, tho 
Franco- Russian treatv of commerce 
WHS signed at Peterhof by the czar. 

This is tho first treaty of the kind 
signed by Russia with France since 
that of 1^59, and it is especially signifi- 
cant, because Qormany is making 
great efforts to secure a similar treaty 
with Russia, and is doing so unsuccess- 
fully. 

To sum up tlio situation, the result of 
the elections diminishes the chances of 
peace, because it has increased the 
general anxiety, and yet everybody, the 
people, their sovereigns, tha Socialists 
themselves, desire peaca.

"J. M. Burnett, late an employ* in the 
pension ofBee, has written a letter to the 

PrcHident, \\\ which ho layi bare facts in 
regard to pension ofllco administration 
\ under Baum, which are startling even to 
I apublic prepared to hearof extraordinary 
' frauds and wrongs in that bureau," says 
i the New York Worid. 
I "Mr. Burnett knows all about the 
I matter. He served ten years in the 
bureau as clerk, examiner, supervising 
examiner and reviewer of field work. 
He resigned in 1891, because he would 
not longer be a party to frauds w hich he 
was powerless to prevent He now re- 
lates the futs with specific illustrative 
instances. 

"Briefly, he shows that the laws have 
been perverted and deliberately set aside 
in order to purchase votes by putting as 
many namei as poarible'on the pension 
list withoat rsRMd to their right to be 
there. 

" He cites cases in which pensions 
were granted for disabilitiea that do not 
exist and in spite of reports from exam- 
iners as to their non existence. He gives 
instances in which disabilities have been 
pensioned as of service origin when the 
proofs showed them to have existed be- 
fore enlistment. He cites cases in which 
the war office records showing desertion 
have been so clianged 'as to show honor- 
able discharge. He shows that forged 
and fraudulent evidence, the character 
of which was manliest on its fsoe, has 
been accepted in many cases as the basis 
of pension allowance. 

" In a word, Mr. Burnett ^ves samples 
of every form of fraud and wroni; that 
has ever been charged. He proves l)e- 
yond a doubt that the pension rolls have 
been disgraced t)y the admission to them 
of deserters, cheats and impostors to an 
e.itent which probably costs the govern- 
ment from $30,000,000 to $50,000,000 a 
year. 

" Of course no honest man, and e.s])e- 
cially no patriotic old soldier, wants thin 
robbery of the government to continue. 
No man who resjiects the blue uniform 
and honors tho soldiers of the Union 
wants these rascals longer to stand on the 
rulln in C()inpany with the men who did 
battle for the Itopublic. The imperative 
duty of the bureau, now that It is in 
honest, patriotic hamls, is to overhaul 
the whole list and strike from it the name 
of ev%y pretender and cheat. So much 
i- (hie the country. So much is espe- 
cially due the honorable pensioner."
